Eisenhower won a major victory 
a the Senate's vote last night kill- 
Ing proposals to' amend the Con- 
stitution to limit treaty powers. 


* The vote was 60-31, one fewer 
than the required two-thirds of 
those balloting. The proposal that 
lost was one by Sen. George (D- 
Ga) which had emerged as the 
final of several versions the Senate 
has been debating since Jan. 20. 


The President has said he has 


no objection to an amendment that 
would declare no treaty or inter- 
nauoaai agiediu&u* coiild override 
the Constitution, but he has op- 
posed various specific proposals he 
said unduly restricted ti>* execu- 
tive's right to handle foreign 
affairs.

In the final vote, 31 senators 


balked the will of 60, just as a 
minority may do on the ratification 
of treaties. Only five senators of 
the 96 were not recorded on the 
roll call 


George's 
proposal—-which the 


Senate had favored previously by 
a preliminary 61-30 vote—would 
have done more than nullify pro- 
visions of treaties and other inter- 
national agreements which conflict 
with the Constitution. 


The President objected that one 


part of the George proposal- 
requiring congressional approval 
before 
international 
agreements 


could become effective as domes- 
tic law—would have impinged upon 
his war powers and his authority 
to deal with diplomats of other 
nations.

Cost Of Living Up 


Just yesterday, the Senate-Houss 


Economic Committee said it is 
sure "-any serious further reces- 
sion can be avoided" but it ad- 
vised "timely 
and courageous" 


steps to stir business investment 
and consumer spending. 


The committee, which has been- 


studying the President's recent 
economic recommendations, sug- 
gested in -an unprecedented unan- 
imous report that the administra- 
tion put off plans to replace the 
present farm program embodying 
rigid, high-level price supports for 
basic crops with a new support 
system based on flexible props. 


The 14 committee members, both 


Republican and Democratic sena- 
tors and representatives, said the 
change might "actually place the 
farm family in a worse position" 
in the months to come "when the 
threat to our economic stability is 
so generally^ recognized." 


Advise Timely Stops 


Underlining this statement was 


a new report by the Agriculture 
Department which said last night 
farm prices went down four-tenths 
of one per cent between mid-Jan- 
uary and mid-February. 


At just about the same time, the 


Labor Department's Bureau of 
Employment Security announced 
that joblessness among workers 
covered by unemployment insur- 
ance rose to 2,178,400 in the week 
ended Feb. 13. This was the big- 
gest total since February 
1950 


when it reached 2,333,900.

American states is the oldest for- 
eign policy of the United States 
and it is still our most solid and 
dependable policy," he said in a 
brief airport /statement on'his ar- 
rival for the 20-nation conference,. 


The first day's program of the 


meeting was confined to formal- 
ities—a preliminary organization 
session in the morning and an 
afternoon 
plenary session 
with 


Venezuelan President Marcos Per- 
ez Jimenez extending the wel- 
come. 


To Last 3 Weeks 


The conference is expected to 


last three to five weeks.

Venezuela 
took extraordinary 


security measures to prevent a 
recurrence of the rioting in wiiich 
some 1,500 persons were killed dur- 
ing the last Inter-American Con- 
ference, in Bogota, Colombia, in 
A p r i l 1948. Communists were 
blamed for that outbreak.

fences surrounded nearby Univer- ! 
sity City, where the conference ac- [ 
tiyities .center. Guards patrolled 
the airport at Dulles' arrival with 
his party' of 15 experts on Latin 
America.

ren said the special protection had 
not been requested.

TOULOUSE, France (ffl—A cog 


railway train streaking down a 
mountain in the French Pyrenees 
with holiday skiers jumped the 
tracks and plunged Into a 1,500- 
foot ravine yesterday. Nine per- 
sons were killed and 14 injured. 


The train was 3,700 feet up the 


mountain on its way from a ski 
run to Luchon when it derailed. 
It was believed the brakes failed. 


As the train shot off the track 


and skidded, over rocks to the 
ravine's brink, some passengers, 
jumped. They were flung ftnder 
the wheels and crushed between 
the rocks and the sides of the 
train. 


The train was the three-rail 


type for steep grades. The rail's 
center track is notched to' mesh 
with a cog wheel on the engine.

'ront of a window. Porch boxes may 
iresent other problems, depending 
upon their location, whether on_a 
railing or on the floor. Avoid placing* 
a box where It will receive dripping 
rain from the roof. 


Porch boxes are usually some- 
•hat shaded and make excellent 
containers for plants that dislike 
direct sunshine. Tuberous rooted 
tegonlas and gloxinias are among 
these. 


Boxes should be painted the same 


*olor as house, or .the color of its 
rim. Flowers should be chosen 
whose color will harmonize with 
that of the house. Harmony by con- 
trast, using flowers of a complemen- 
tary color against the house, Is 
especially attractive. 


Flowering annuals can be grown 
n the south side of the house, and 
also on the east and west sides 


Window Boxes In Fashion 
To Beautify New Homes 


The decorative touch given by 


porch and window boxes filled with 
flowers la especially suited to mall 
modern homes. These are usually 
lacking in architectural ornamenta- 
tion. In many eases planting boxes 
are provided by the'builder so that 
flowers may supply a welcome touch 
of color to break the severity of 
the functional design. 


An amateur who has some 


with woodworking tools can easi- 
ly make these boxes. They are small 
enough to handle in limited room. 
The box should be simply designed 
but made to fit in its location and 
large enough to hold adequate soil 
for the plants. 


Since it is required to bold damp 


soil all summer, year after year, 
wood 
should 
be chosen 
which 


resists dampness. Cypress, white 
pine and red wood are satisfactory, 
Boards not less than an inch, thick 
should be used. A good standard 
width for the box is 10 inches, with 
an 8 inch depth. Length should fit 
the space available. 


Quick drainage is vital for out- 


door plants, since the box must 
x watered almost daily because of 
the small amount of soil it holds. 
3y sloping the bottom of the box 
o the front, and boring drainage 
holes on the low side, water drain- 
ing from the box win fall to the 
ground without staining the wall
